Russia Repeats Stand 
OnEastGermanRoute 



WARSAW. March 3 <AP>— The 
Soviet Union repeated today its in- 
tentions of making red-ruled East 
Germany the guardian of the 
West's access route to Berlin. It 
also reiterated that if the West 
used tanks and planes to keep 
hold ol WfM Berlin it would mean 
world war. 

In a note sent to the Polish am- 
bassador in Moscow, the Kremlin 
also denounced the projected con- 
ference of Big Four foreign min- 
isters, and said only a meeting of 
chiefs of governments could lower- 
tension. 

It offered to discuss a general 
peace treaty for all Germany at 
such a summit conference. 

The note was^delivered Just after 
British Pume Minister Harold 
Macmillan hit Moscow for home, 
and it seemed a deliberate slap 
at him. 

In a note to the Western Powers 
yesterday agreeing to the idea of 
a foreign ministers' conference, 
the Kremlin said it would prefer 
a summit ccnlerence. 



The note to Poland asked how 
foreign ministers could accomplish 
anything if the chiefs of govern- 
ment were not ready to reach 
agreement. 

The note proposed this agenda 
for an East-West Summit Con- 
ference: 

1. A peace treaty with all Ger- 
many. 

2. The status of Berlin. 

3. European security and disaar- 
mament. 

4. Mutual withdrawal of armies 
and creation of a nuclear f-ee 
zone and a zone of withdrawl of 
both NATO and Warsaw Pact 
forces in Central Europe. 

5. Reduction of the armed forces

Discussion at a Student Congress 
meeting Monday night showed 
that some representatives are in 
favor of an SC study of the Kernel 
and Kentuckian. 

The SC Executive Committee 
will meet with the Board of Stu- 
dent Publications and the editorial 
staffs of the Kernel and Kentuck- 
ian. They will discuss policy and 
finances and make recommenda- 
tions. 

The Executive Committee con- 
sists of Pete Perlman, Fred 
Strache. Joanne Brown, Bob 
Wainscott and Dick Roberts. 

Gregg Rhodemeyer, SC represen- 
tative from Education, expressed 
dissatisfaction with the considera- 
tion given student organizations 
by the Kernel. She said the Ker- 
nel does not give organizations 
sufficient publicity. 



The discussion followed a report 
by Bob Wainscott. students' fee 
committee chairman. It gave a 
breakdown of the $81 student tui- 
tion for Kentucky residents and 
$181 for out-of-state students. 

Wainscott reported $3 per stu- 
dent is given to the Student Union 
Board. 50 cents to SC and $1.54 to 
the Kernel. Other amounts not 
specified are granted by the Board 
of Trustees. 

These funds are granted to the 
Kentuckian. Stylus and the men's 
and women's dormitory governing 
groups. It was reported that the 
Kentuckian has a surplus of $40,- 
000. 

Perry Ashley, assistant director 
of student publications, said the 
S40.000 reported at the SC meet- 
ing is the total the Kentuckian 
has before the publication cost 
payments of approximately $25,- 
000. 



He said the surplus of the Ken- 
tuckian is an accumulation of 
small profits gathered over a per- 
iod of 20 years or more. It is 
"good hard-working capital" for 
the Kentuckian and enables the 
staff to save money by making 
cash purchases, Ashley added. 

One SC member asserted that 
since the Kernel is a student puo- 
lication and is supported by stu- 
dent fees, it should be responsible 
to the students. It was suggested 
that perhaps the Kernel should be 
responsible to SC.

As Roosevelt had told him —
